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(57) Abstract: Disclosed are a suppressant of toxicity 
such as hepatotoxicity and nephrotoxicity, induced 
by cancer chemo therapeutic agent, and a composition 
of cancer chemotherapeutic agent containing the 
suppressant. The suppressant of toxicity induced by a 
cancer chemotherapeutic agent contains xanthorrhizol as 
an active ingredient. Xanthorrhizol shows an excellent 
ability in suppressing ill effects generated by dosage of 
cancer chemotherapeutic agent, such as hepatotoxicity and 
nephrotoxicity. 
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
